Proposed License Boost 
Would Give Pickaway-cd 


$$000 More Each Year 


If the proposed bill which 


would increase the license 
fees on motor vehicles, pass- 
ed by the Ohio senate by a 
vote of 18 to 13 Monday night 
passes the House of Repre- 
sentatives, then becomes a 
law, an increase of'about $5,- 
000 per year out of the li- 
cense fees will be collected by 
Pickaway-co, according to in- 
formation received from the 
county auditor's office. 


Last year $15,189.06 was 


collected by the county from 
this license fee, and the pro- 
posed increase of rates will 
mean an approximate 37 1-2 
per 
cent increase 
in the 


amount collected by the coun- 
ty, which will represent al- 
most $22,000. 


The measure, which is ex- 


pected to raise 114,500,000 in 
revenues next year, imposes 
the following rates on pleas- 
ure cars; 
25-horsepower or 


less, $7; 25 to 28-norsepower, 
$10; 28 to 
32-horsepower, 


$15; 
32 to 
36-horsepower, 


$20 and more than 32-horse- 
power, $25. Present pleasure 
car fees are'$4, $6, and $10.

indefinite for 


some time. Because of this emer- 
gency situation, school boards of 
various points throughout the 
state department of education 
with requests for advice as to 
what method should be followed 
under the circumstances. 


The situation is regarded by the 


Cincinnati school board as being 
especially serious. 
Conditions in 


the Cincinnati public schools are 
complicated by reason of the fact 
that the five-year extra tax levy 
for the teachers' salary schedule 
will expire at the colse of this 
year. 


As a result of this condition, it 


was stated, school boards may be 
forced 
to resort to conditional 


contracts, basing salary payments 
on "what the board is able to pay" 
and shortening 
the present 10- 


month school year to nine months.

MARIETTA, O., June 2—One of 


tha bright sports which lighten 
gloomy skies of near professiona- 
lism, etc., in college sport has juust 
happened—to an Ohio college. 


Marietta'College, oldest classical; 


school west of the AUeghanies, and 
known for its 
high scholarship ( 


standards, has net had a consis- j 
'— 'lv winnintr football, or basket-1 
ball or baseball team for years too i 
long to remember. ' Like many . 
smaller colleges it is hopelessly 
outclassed in competition for the 
athletic timber which makes for' 
famous teams. 


But, two years ago, through, the 


gift of the Kiwanis Club in Mari- 
etta, eight oared rowing was es- 
tablished. 


The school has only about four 


hundred and fifty students, two 
hundred and fifty of them being 
men.
